On Monday, April 17, Terence Lee and Gary 
Sousa from Marion, and Debra Holden and Tina Rood 
from Rochester, will be running in the 110th Boston Mar- 
athon to save lives through the 17th Annual Dana-Farber 
Marathon Challenge (DFMC). These residents, along with 
DFMC teammates from across the United States as well as 
other countries, will run Massachusetts' historic marathon 
route from Hopkinton to Boston to raise $3.85 million for 
cancer research. 

By raising a minimum of $2,500 each to receive an 
invitational entry to this prestigious race, DFMC runners 
are funding the Claudia Adams Barr Program in Innova- 
tive Basic Cancer Research at Dana-Farber Cancer Insti- 
tute in Boston. Since the DFMC's inception in 1989, the

The board first approved the minutes of the 
February 28, 2006 meeting, and also a "Hawkers and Ped- 
dlers" license for Despina Devlin of 91 Fairhaven Road for 
a hot dog cart at the town beach. 

At 6:05 pm the board opened a Class II Hearing 
upon an application from John E. Moniz and Sarah H. 
Audette to sell used cars at a business located at 3 Church 
Street Extension. 

"I am co-owner of Mattapoisett Power Equipment 
... we'd like to place no more than four vehicles at the 
site of 3 Church Street Extension," Ms. Audette said. "All 
business will be conducted on the Route 6 portion of the 
lot ... there will be no business on the Church Street Exten- 
sion side (of the lot)." 

"We're going to try to maintain the house as-is," 
Mr. Moniz added. 

"If the license is approved, (the owners) will have 
to go before the Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) because 
it is not a use allowed under the current permit," said 
Zoning Enforcement Officer Andy Bobola. 

Resident Tom Sylvia presented the board with a 
petition signed by 31 abutters stating they are opposed to 
a used car lot on the property. 

"There was just an accident there where we lost 
a police cruiser," Mr. Sylvia said, also presenting photos 
to the board. "It's a very narrow piece of property. I don't 
know where they are going to put used cars and still have 
room for their customers to park." 

Mr. Sylvia noted that a previous petition was filed

by abutters in 2003 and he asked Police Chief Mary Lyons 
if they could either post stop signs or speed limit signs 
along Church Street Extension and Sherwood Avenue. 
"I was told they would look into it and thaf s the last I 
heard," Mr. Sylvia said. 

"Everyone likes to see small businesses succeed," 
said resident and abutter Sandra Dawson. "(But) there 
has to be a site plan (review) showing parking ... (and) a 
determination showing the flow of traffic. I also have a 
concern about the mixed use of the property." 

"While we could still grant (the Class II license) 
this evening, the ZBA will be looking closely at site plan 
and parking requirements," Selectman Collyer said. 

"I have mixed emotions about this," Selectman 
Andrews said. "We've always tried to encourage small 
business and I'm very sensitive to abutters' concerns. But 
that has been (zoned) as a General Business District." 

According to Ms. Audette, the business would 
operate Monday through Saturday, 9:00 am to 5:00 pm, 
and the business would be limited to no more than four 
cars for sale on the lot at any given time.

As for abutters' concerns about ingress and egress 
to the property, the board said these matters will be taken 
up under the Zoning Board of Appeals, which can attach 
more stringent requirements to the business' permit as 
needed. 

"For the past hour and ten minutes, this board 
has been open to suggestions and concerns of the abutters 
and we are prepared to make them part of the restrictions 
on the license," Selectman Collyer said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to grant 
the Class II License to John Moniz and Sarah Audette for 
property located at 3 Church Street Extension, with a limit 
of three unregistered motor vehicles for sale at any given 
time.

At 7:30 pm the board met with Roland Hebert of 
the Southeast Regional Planning and Economic Develop- 
ment District (SRPEDD), Bill DeSantis of VHB Design As- 
sociates, and Steve Kelleher of the Mattapoisett Bike Path 
Committee. 

"I was made aware last fall that we needed to 
have the 25 percent design documentation filed by this 
spring ... so where do we stand now?" Selectman An- 
drews asked. 

"For the record, my request two weeks ago was 
that this should be done in Executive Session ... because 
there might be some non-compliance issues (with VHB 
Associates)," Mr. Kelleher said. 

"That's not an appropriate request under Execu- 
tive Session," Mr. Botelho said. "We're not discussing an 
employee of the town ... it's a contractor." 

"We have a 25 percent design from the Fairhaven 
town line down to Mattapoisett Neck Road which has 
been submitted to and reviewed by Mass Highway," Mr. 
DeSantis said. 

"I cannot maintain a bikeway project in fiscal '08 
without a 25 percent design proposal (for the entire proj- 
ect)," Mr. Hebert said. "If it isn't there, we have to move it 
back to the third year." 

"We won't be ready to have a 25 percent design 
proposal from Fairhaven to Depot Street in Mattapoisett 
because we don't know what the alternatives are for the 
YMCA property" Mr. DeSantis said.

"From 1997 to 2002, the price for the (bike path 
project) has gone from $1.2 to $2.2 million," Mr. Kelleher 
said. "In the meantime, if you want to secure that money, 
it could be secured to a certain extent because the 25 per- 
cent design is complete to Mattapoisett Neck Road." 

"We've got a problem in that the commitment 
signed (by the Board of Selectmen in 2002) ... said no 
work would begin until we have design plans from the 
Fairhaven town line to Depot Street, at a minimum," Se- 
lectman Andrews said. "We have guaranteed the abutters 
that it will go at least to Depot Street. You've got to live 
with that ... there's no diverging from it." 

Mr. Kelleher said the town at this point would 
have to contribute at least another $150,000 to cover ad- 
ditional design costs for the project. 

"If a town vote is needed to secure $150,000, there 
ought to be two phases to that vote," Mr. Hebert sug- 
gested. "First, you vote to approve the $150,000 in design 
costs; then, you approve $100,000 to reimburse Mass 
Highway for engineering costs on the first phase ... that 
never went forward." 

"The townspeople could conceivably turn down 
the $150,000," Selectman Collyer said. "Then, we go to 
the next article for $100,000 to reimburse Mass Highway 
... and it fails. At that point, we could take the position to 
end the bike path at Mattapoisett Neck Road." 

It was agreed a third article could be added to 
simply terminate the bike path project at Mattapoisett

a bike path to Mattapoisett Neck Road in 2008. Whatever 
your plans to (connect to) the Marion town line were, as 
far as I'm concerned, that's off the table." 

"We're going to need some hard nimibers for 
the Capital Planning Committee and to present to Town 
Meeting," Selectman Andrews said. "And to reiterate to 
voters, if we don't approve any (portion of the bike path), 
we're still going to have to reimburse Mass Highway to 
the tune of $105,000."

tendance Monday night let town government know they've had 
enough.

"At Rochester Memorial School we show coopera- 
tion, appreciation and responsibility and strive for excellence." 
Rochester Memorial School Principal Jay Ryan was striving for 
excellence when he applied for the Massachusetts Expanded 
Day/ Year Planning Grant. He was taking advantage of a unique 
and generously funded state grant to explore how expanding 
the time, and therefore educational opportunities, at RMS would 
look. This $25,000 grant was intended to create a model that 
would fulfill the state's guideline of increasing the school day/ 
year (by) 30 percent. 

The grant quickly became a hot topic and some people 
mistakenly read the School Committee's objectivity as support 
of a plan. In actuality, our stance from the beginning has been to 
listen to the opinions of parents and community members, direct 
concerns and questions back to Mr. Ryan, let him and the Core 
Planning Committee complete the plan, then finally view the 
completed proposal. We knew that for an expanded day /year to 
work at RMS the plan must be educationally soimd, fiscally re- 
sponsible and have the support of staff, parents and community 
members. Only then would we vote to implement it. 

Recently, in a meeting with the Department of Edu- 
cation, Mr. Ryan proposed "a school within a school," which 
would mean that some students would participate in the pro- 
gram and others could opt out. The DOE agreed, but would only 
fund the children who would be participating. After figuring in 
the extra transportation and staffing costs, it was soon realized 
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that the state monies would not be nearly enough to cover all 
the expenses. For this reason, on March 9, 2006, the RMS School 
Committee unanimously voted to not implement the Expanded 
Day /Year Plan for the 2006-2007 school year. 

We appreciate the interest and involvement of the par- 
ents. It's encouraging to see such an active group and we're con- 
fident this same energy and enthusiasm will now be focused on 
a building project which we so desperately need. We would like 
to thank the Core Planning Team for all the time and effort they 
invested into putting this plan together. And, lastly, we'd like to 
thank Jay Ryan for continually looking for ways to enhance the 
educational experiences of the children of RMS.

Rochester Memorial School Committee 

To the Editor: 

Following are some observations on the disagreement 
currently making the news in Marion between several elected 
town boards, on the one hand, and the Town Administrator (TA) 
and the Board of Selectmen (BOS) on the other hand. The com- 
ments presented here are intended to be objective and without 
bias. 

On March 7, 2006 the BOS denied the petition signed 
by 275 voters presented jointly by the elected Boards (Assessors, 
Health and Planning) for a Special Town Meeting (STM). The 
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denial was said to be based on a technicality or defect in form of 

the petition — i.e. that the motion to be considered at the STM 
(removal from control by the TA of the administrative assistants 
of the elected boards) was explained verbally rather than in 
writing to the 275 or so Marion voters who signed the petition 
sheets. 

The desire of the elected boards to gain control of their 
own assistants is best exemplified by the situation with the Plan- 
ning Board assistant. The person who has filled the position of 
assistant with the Planning Board very knowledgably and effi- 
ciently for a number of years took another position in Town Hall 
in late 2004. An assistant was hired for the Planning Board in 
August/ September 2005. Since that time, the Planning Board has 
had no regular assistant and only sporadic services of a temp 
person to record and transcribe meeting minutes. Advertising 
and hiring of admin assistants is the responsibility and duty of 
theTA. 

In December of 2005 or so, the TA decided that the 
Board of Health assistant could be shared by the Health and 
Planning Boards later adding that any additional hours needed 
could (be) provided by a half-time person. It was suggested, 
therefore, that 1.5 persons could handle the two departments. 

The Health and Planning Boards opposed this arrange- 
ment and after failing to resolve their disagreement with the TA 
and the BOS, decided to petition for a STM to gain control of the 
hiring and supervision of their assistants. The required signa- 
tures were gathered by early February. The petition was held in 
abeyance. Negotiations between the parties continued but fell 
apart in mid-February. The petition for a STM was presented on 
February 24, 2006. 

Last week, the Health assistant quit and left her job. 

One week ago, the BOS presented the elected boards 
with a limited-time offer to hire assistants for any vacancies. 
The elected boards have doubts about the permanence of such 
hires beyond the Annual Town Meeting (ATM). They had xmtil 
Wednesday (of this past week) to decide. 

At the May 2005 Annual Town Meeting, townspeople 
voted (under Line Item 159 an) amount of $510,084 for Adminis- 
trative Services including a salary-only amoimt of about $30,000 
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for the Planning Board assistant, perhaps $40,000-plus including 
benefits. Of that amount, one-sixth has been spent for the as- 
sistant on board in August/ September '05. The rest remains un- 
spent for the intended purpose. Arguably, the unspent amoxmt 
should be returned to the townspeople.

Mattapoisett Tax Collector 

Motor Vehicle Excise Tax bills for the first commit- 
ment of 2006 were mailed on March 1, 2006. In addition. 
Excise Tax bills for vehicles registered late in 2005 were 
mailed also. It is possible for a taxpayer to receive both a 
2006 bill as well as a 2005 bill. Taxpayers should note the 
year of the tax marked on the bill. Payments are due in 
the Collector's Office on or before March 31. 

For questions regarding registration transfers or 
cancellations, taxpayers should contact the Assessors' 
Office at 508-758-4106. Taxpayers who have not received 
a bill should contact the Collector's Office at 508-758-4108 
immediately. 

According to state statute, failure to receive a tax 
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bill does not relieve the taxpayer of the requirement to 
pay the tax bill and any resulting interest if the payment 
is late. Interest accrues daily at a rate of 12 percent on bills 
not paid by the due date.

life-threatening injuries and Med-Flight transported him 
to Brigham and Women's Hospital in Boston for emer- 
gency resuscitative treatment. 

Thankfully, he was wearing his seatbelt; how- 
ever, his injuries were extensive. A ruptured spleen, liver 
laceration, perforated bowel and fractures of the pelvis, 
femur and ankle resulted in hypovolemic shock and mul- 
tiple surgical interventions. A subsequent tracheostomy, 
infections and delayed wound healing have contributed 
to a long, slow and, at times, rocky recovery. 

Adam was a patient at Brigham and Women's 
Hospital for nearly eight weeks. He was in the Trauma 
ICU for five weeks and was on a respirator most of that 
time. As a patient at Spaulding Rehabilitation Hospital, 
he participated in an active, aggressive phyiscal therapy 
program. After being hospitalized for 10 and a half weeks, 
Adam was recently discharged home to continue his re- 
cuperation. He has been blessed and has overcome many 
obstacles but still has a long road ahead including addi- 
tional surgery. 

Needless to say, he is unable to work and without

" ^ to some extent (whose only big name at the time was 
Donald Pleasence), and Wes Craven's 1977 The Hills Have Eyes, worked 
like that. The problem — well, one problem among many — with today's 
horror movies is that the studios, despite the evidence of Blair Witch, 
think stars are required to get butts in seats. So we get movies like the 
Chainsaw remake, the Dawn of the Dead remake, and now the Hills Have 
Eyes remake with comfortingly famihar faces you expect to survive till 
the end credits. 

This new Hills Have Eyes has been scrupulously copied from Craven's 
original template by hotshot French horror director Alexandre Aja (Haute 
Tension, released here last year as High Tension). Craven himself was 
one of the remake's producers, so he can't complain, even if we can. Like 
Rob Zombie (The Devil's Rejects) and EU Roth (Hostel), Aja loves the 
disreputable, ornery grindhouse horror of the '70s, and his work here and 
in Haute Tension is exceptionally well-crafted, if unavoidably derivative. 
Aja's Hills is shinier, gorier, and nastier than Craven's Hills, though it 
has demerits of its own. 

As before, we meet a family — headed by macho retired cop Bob 
(Ted Levine) and his ex-hippie wife Ethel (Kathleen Quinlan) — (fiiving 
to Cahfomia with their three teen-to-adult kids, a son-in-law, a baby, and 
two dogs named Beauty and the Beast. As before, young male power car- 
ries the day, right down to the fates of Beauty (don't get too attached to 
her) and the Beast (arguably the hero of the movie). The parents, whom 
the remake goes out of its way to establish as Republican, haven't a clue 
how to survive out in the desert when their car is totalled, especially when 
a second family made up of deformed nuclear-testing casualties comes 
out to play. 

Up-and-coming young actors Aaron Stanford (as the liberal son- 




in-law — he's Meathead to Levine's Archie Bunker) and Lost's EmiUe 
de Ravin (as one of the daughters) reassure you they'll make it to the 
end, even if you haven't seen the original. Similarly, the mutants, though 
imaginatively designed, are a bit too monster-movieish ; they ' re just make- 
up, not truly menacing. (The original film's Michael Berryman needed 
no make-up, and you knew that such a low-budget film couldn't afford 
to make anyone look like Berryman naturally did.) It doesn't help that 
the mutants are given far less screen time than in the original. You barely 
know why one of the more compassionate mutants (Laura Ortiz) risla 
her life to keep the family's baby safe once it's been kidnapped, and you 
don't even meet the mutants' patriarch Jupiter until the very end. What 
was once a crude but effective parallel study of two dysfunctional family 
units is now just a Saturday-night shocker for teenagers. 

As such, this Hills sometimes delivers, simply by way of its wiUingness 
to be nasty. But there's a difference between Aja's homage to nastiness 
and Craven 's genuine, Manson-and-Kent-State-inspired nastiness back in 
the day. It's self-conscious nastiness, once removed from its motivating 
source. Some will point to the moment when the most vicious mutant 
molests a young mother while pointing a gun at her baby; others will single 
out the film's anti- American streak (and sneeringly add that the director is 
French) — both, of course, were also in the 1977 version. One major new 
addition, a tour through a bomb-blasted town (with such touches as a fat 
bald woman glued to Jerry Springer on TV and a character named "Big 
Brain" in obvious tribute to Chris Cunningham's freaky Rubber Johnny 
video), works well if only because we haven't seen it before, and here 
what was subtle subtext in the original becomes overexpUcit: The mutants 
are to us what Godzilla was to Japan — monsters forged in the heat of 
mUitary /nuclear hubris. 5ee, Aja is saying, we create our own terror(ists). 
But then it's back to the original template, wherein we comfortably watch 
familiar faces pick-axing heavily latexed boogeynien.
